NEW YORK STOCKS. 


! Tendency at Opening is Downward, 


Followed by Steadier Tone. 


Xt-\v York. Nov. 3. 


So many influences prevailed, exerting 


a disturbing tendency on financial condi- 
tions, that there was little demand for 
stocks at the start, and some inerea<=rd 
pressure was in evidence all through the 
list. 
Nearly all the important issues 


snowed Josses at the beginning and con 
ttnued unsettled during the early trading 
Mexican Petro'eum sustained the greatest 
loss, falling e'A points to 15. 


After a thow of pronounced weakness in 


the early trading a steadier tone devel- 
oped, and in the late forenoon irregular 
rallies occurred in nearly all parts of tnr 
room. 
There was no evidence of any 


heavy selling, the feature being the lack 
of demand, and it required only moderate 
pressure to cause sharp recessions. Many 
stop orders were reached by the initial 
declines, and it was the execution of these 
stop .orders that caused the extreme low 
prices. This was the case particularly in 
Heading, which declined 1% points to 148% 
and then rallied one-half point. London 
was a seller on a fairly large-scale of all 
international issues. 
Governments were 


unchanged and other bonds heavy. 


Business became small in vo*Bme in the 


late forenoon, only a few issues showing 
any activity, and with a lessening of trad- 
ins operations a steadier tone developed 
The pressure against Mexican Petroleum 
ceased for a time. New Haven was excep- 
tionally weak in response to the heavy 
falling off in earnings, declining Hi points, 
to SOVi.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


! Tendency at Opening is Downward, 


Followed by Steadier Tone. 


Xt-\v York. Nov. 3. 


So many influences prevailed, exerting 


a disturbing tendency on financial condi- 
tions, that there was little demand for 
stocks at the start, and some inerea<=rd 
pressure was in evidence all through the 
list. 
Nearly all the important issues 


snowed Josses at the beginning and con 
ttnued unsettled during the early trading 
Mexican Petro'eum sustained the greatest 
loss, falling e'A points to 15. 


After a thow of pronounced weakness in 


the early trading a steadier tone devel- 
oped, and in the late forenoon irregular 
rallies occurred in nearly all parts of tnr 
room. 
There was no evidence of any 


heavy selling, the feature being the lack 
of demand, and it required only moderate 
pressure to cause sharp recessions. Many 
stop orders were reached by the initial 
declines, and it was the execution of these 
stop .orders that caused the extreme low 
prices. This was the case particularly in 
Heading, which declined 1% points to 148% 
and then rallied one-half point. London 
was a seller on a fairly large-scale of all 
international issues. 
Governments were 


unchanged and other bonds heavy. 


Business became small in vo*Bme in the 


late forenoon, only a few issues showing 
any activity, and with a lessening of trad- 
ins operations a steadier tone developed 
The pressure against Mexican Petroleum 
ceased for a time. New Haven was excep- 
tionally weak in response to the heavy 
falling off in earnings, declining Hi points, 
to SOVi.
